Among “ The Pocket Books” of the Bobbs- | 
Merrill company appear two books by Anna 
Katherine Green. THE HOUSE IN THE 
MIST” and THE AMETHYST BOX are 
the titles, and the stories are as romantic 
and. baffling as that ardent dispenser and 
disperser of mysteries, Mrs. Green, ever 
contrived, The Amethyst Box” is the 
story of a young lady who tried to t 
suicide on the eve of her marriage, and who 
stole an ancient poison vial set in a jeweled 
box for the performarice of the deed. In 
a curious way the tyrant aunt of the young 
lady got the poison and inadvertently took 
| it, with fatal results. The theft of the box 
was traced not only to the bride that was to 
be but also to her dearest friend and maid of 
honor, and disaster hung over them till re- 
moved in; a manner singularly ingenious. 
“The House in the Mist la a piece of weird 
fancy, and nearer literature than anything 
of Mrs. Green’s I ever happened to read. 
A device terrible and yet poetical, and a con- 
ception of Nemesis as terrifying as any ever 
devised, lifte the story away above that of 
the ordimary mystery tale. A wanderer, lost 
in the woods at night, comes upon an empty 
house, where a feast is spread and lights are 
Ut. Within hangs a portrait of a man with 
a sinister face, with so powerful a physi- 
ognomy that it pervades the whole apart- . 
ment. To this house, at a certain hour, 
come in desperate haste a crowd of people, 
some fram one direction and some from an- 
other. They are the heirs of the dead man 
whose picture hangs upon the wall, and by 
his caprice have been summoned to hear 
the reading of his will. At the stroke of the 
clock the doors are barred, and some belated, 
heirs stand howling: on the outside, peering 
in at the windows with white and evil faces. 
The heirs witvin are sinners all, and save 
for one, a woman whose sin is made ‘mani- 
fest by the child she carries in her arms, 
they have sinned against the dead man. It 
would not be fair to tell of the punishment 
that overtook them, or of how succor came 
to the woman, who was forgiven much be- 
cause she loved much.
